No Relief for Taxpayers 


Public msRistance. a tax-eating monster that has gi'own 
to huge size in two decades, now is preparing to take an­ 
other bite out of the pocketlx)oks of Pennsylvanians. 
Secretary of Public Assistance Eleanor G. Evans said 
the other day that grants should l>e increased again to cover 
increases in living costs. Since 1941 they have increased 11 
times, and lowered once, with the result that relief costs 
more today than in the pre-depression years before World 
W ar II. 
Currently the cost is running well over $100 millions a 
year in the state. 
Mrs. Evans said studies show the average general as­ 
sistance case needs $67 a month instead of the present $52; 
the average aid to dependent children case need.s $124 in­ 
stead of $90; the average old age assistance case $57, in­ 
stead of $39. 
A little figuring will show that the difference l>etween 
present grant.s and estimated need ranges from 28 to 46 
per cent. If the State Board of Public Assistance decides at 
it.s next meeting to close even part of the gap, the total cost 
of relief will skyrocket. 
It can hardly l>e contended that even $121 a month is 
too much, at today’s prices, for a family of four persons, 
which is about the average aid to dependent children. Or 
that $57 a month is too much for the 1.05 persons in the 
average ok) age assistance ca.se. 
The cohstantly increasing cost of relief must l>e at­ 
tributed largely to inflation— that economic disease which 
hits working people directly through their living costs and 
indirectly through the taxes they pay to siiptK)rt the activi­ 
ties of their governmental units. 
1'hat does not mean, however, that nothing can be done 
almut the relief burden. 


The number of persona on the assistance rrfis 
be 
reduced. In times like this, a quarter of a million Pennsyl­ 
vanians should not lie on relief. Constant vigilance, and the 
exploring of every possibility for making the indiyidual self- 
supporting, should reduce that number considerably. 


Since the state has taken re.sponsibility for suppoilinf' 
all economic unfortunates, it must give them enougÎ to 
meet minimum need.s. 
But it should make very sure tha| 
the per.son.s it is asking its citizens to support are incajibl^^

Ours has been as much a fiee 
social system as a free economy. 
For three centuries upon thi.s 
continent freedom meant freedom 
from government, from the im­ 
placable power of political au­ 
thority, 
Since the turn of the 
century, 
government 
has 
been 
expanding its power, accelerating 
the process during W orM W a r ,I 
and giving evidence of dangerous 
potentials during and sinc-e World 
W a r II. 
During World W ar II. because 
of 
the 
garrison 
atmosphere. 
American 
citizens 
of 
Japane.se 
parentage were deported to war 
camps and their lives and careers 
were ruined. 
This was an infrac­ 
tion of the B ill of Rights and of 
fundamental American tradition.s. 
Few Nazis were In the Uniled 
State; and they offered no seri- 


ou-S problem. 
However, since 1943, this coun­ 
try has become increasingly con­ 
scious of the danger of a Com­ 
munist Fifth Column. 
This fear 
ha.s been strengthened by the 
Hiss and Remington trials, the 
trials of the atonUc spies, the 
hearings 
before 
the 
McCarran 
committee and the House Com­ 
mittee on Un-American Activités. 
The result of ail this l.s a wide- 
spreml insistence upon limitations 
on freedom of expression unpar­ 
alleled in American history since 
the PreadentT of John Adams. 
Dr. Nadier makes the point: 
“ During the period of the gar­ 
rison economy the labor mimket 
will be tightened. 
W e shall have 
full employment and the cost of 
production 
will 
increase. 
In ­ 
creased cost of production arises 
as a re.sult of up-grading w’orkers 
and employment of green labor, 
which invariably leads to a de­ 
cline in productivity and effi­ 
ciency.” 


To this must be added the fac­ 
tor that high taxes discourage 
Initiative and efficiency. This ap­ 
plies 
to management and 
the 
professional groups as it does to 
labor. 
The result Is a decrease 
in those imaginative factors in 
production which stimulate en- 
thu.siasm, inventiveness, applica­ 
tion. 


The Unitt'd States suffers from 
the garrison economy Itecauste of 
an historic error made in 1945, 
w'hen the respon.sible leaders of 
the country believed that they 
had composed a sensible agree­ 
ment 
with 
international 
Com­ 
munism at Yalta. 
That was a 
mistake -a 
mistake 
completely 


described in Marxi.st literature 
from 1848 to 1952. The illiteracy 
of out officiala on this subject is 
startling but It Is a fact. 
Our present problem Is to re­ 
trace our steps, so that the gar- 
rlson economy can be liquidated 
without war. 
It Is a terrifjing 
task, requiring a special kind of 
tough statesmanship.

Doily d omin ated the social life 
of W ashin gton d urin g the life 
an d lon g after the d eath of her 
husban d . 
She con tin ued to live 
In Washin gton an d an in vitation 
ta a d in n er or reception a t her 
home was reg rd ed as a royal 
comman d . 
It was gen erally believed that 
a n od or word from Dolly could 
In fluen c'e the fate of most legis­ 
lation by Con gress- 
Un til her 
d eath, at the age of 82. she was 
kn own In Washin gton as “Queen 
Dolly.” 
Jefferson was a wid ower an d 
Buchan an was a bachelor, but 
Washin gton still remembers the 
wive.s of most of our other Presi­ 
d en ts. 
Most of the record s of 
. their un usual activities are re­ 
cord ed on the pages of our his­ 
tory. 


We have had two presid en ts 
whose wives ed ucated them, an d 
without whom they would cer­ 
tain ly n ever have occupied the 
high position they d id . 
The best kn own is An d rew 
Jackson , a 
tailor’s 
appren tice, 
who fortun ately was loved by the 
brillian t Eliza McCorle. 
Jackson 
could hard ly read or writ# an d 
Eliza read to him while he la­ 
bored at hLs prin ter’s ben ch. 
Millard Fillmore was the other 
presid en t whose ed ucation an d 
success was largely d ue to his 
wife. 
While largely Illiterate he 
fell in love with a school teacher, 
Abigail Powers, who in spired him 
to ed ucate himself. 
Mrs. Fillmore mapped out a 
four-year course of stud y for 
him, that he foiiowed so en er­ 
getically that he became a school 
teacher. 
Abigail con tin ued 
to 
spur him on to further stud y, 
an d when they moved in to the 
W hite House she established the 
first presid en tial library. 
Zachary Taylor an d his wife 
were amon g the most un usual 
couples that ever occupied the 


W hite House. 
He had n o for-^ 
mal ed ucation but n either d id 
his wife. 
Old Rough an d Read y had been 
a professon ial sold ier all his life 
an d she, a fron tier woman , had 
lived with him in barracks an d 
ten ts all d urin g his fightin g ca­ 
reer. 
He was 62 years of age 
when elected an d had n ever vot­ 
ed . 
However, he was a sold ier 
hero an d his fin e fightin g record 
won him the election .

Freking and his attorney, W a l­ 
ter S. Hare, emphasized they were 
not singling out Flexer but were 
basing their w'arrant on a State 
law which they quoted as saying 
it is a crime to expose poison on 
lands for the purpose of having it 
swallowed 
by 
animals, 
bird* or 
fowl. 
They are proceeding, they add­ 
ed, in order to test in court their 
contention that the State’s month- 
old poison drive is unlawful. 
The 
Slate 
Game 
commission 
opened the campaign on Feb. 27 
and was using poisoned crow as 
bait to rid the Bucks county area 
of foxes. They ran out of trow 


and began using a prepared bait 
consisting of tallow, fried hog skins 
and stiychnlne.
